.Seoret diploriiticy wan the next im- 
mediate cause dealt with. Dr. frlfford

riillier a few cabinet niinlster.s, who 
;iiraiiKe the foreign policy of tile «oun- 
ny 111 resai'd lu w.ir even without 
llie luiiiu li'ili:!' "1 uther iiieiniiers iit 
the cabinet. Tliii.'- ihe part thai Urllaiji 
wa.H lo play lii the Great War was 
plaiilieil long before it actually look 
)ilacc. 

Dr. fiitford then went um to dlscuan 
the ultimate cau.seK of war. The theory 
that there is .a natural desire In nvery- 
liudy to exiiiTid tladr energy in rlk'lil- 
iiitt was e.vplalned, but not dealt with 
ill detail. Tlie jiolicy of économie iin- 
pcilailKni, .so ovidcni in the western 
world nt lite iiresenl lime, was hrouijht 
forward as an importjint r.iu.se. In- 
dividual interests ;ire too often rcs)ion- 
Blblc for war, .fald Dr. Cilfford, B'vlnB 
as an example tiie present troublo In 
.Mexico. Jlrllain and the oil liilercstH 
was al.so used lo Illustrate Ihls point. 

The beliel In llie i-fflcacy of wiiir i.s 
aiiutlicr thIiiK which Usids to Inter- 
iiatlonul coinb.il, it wan stated. Dr. 
till'ford pointed out that Ihe trouble 
w;is Ihat the moral efficacy was .«(.;. 
doiii directed. Anolhi'r belief, wlileh 
le.'id.s to war, is tiial it puts iron :i,ii<l 
.sinew into a nation. Tlie .<4i)eakcr 
doubted the Iriitli In this, showlni; that 
if lliiK wore so f,iich coiilitiies an Nic- 
aragua and .Mexico, where war is .so 
commun HhouUI be the ino,sL vlKOroiiii. 

The oduculloii of chldhooU for ivor 
waK (jiveii a.i auothej" ImporU-int cause. 
.The leiidciicy to instil a. .spirit of h.'i'.e 
agaln.il the former enemies wa« de- 
ploreil by Dr. GItford. Ho also pointed 
out how we arc apt to glorify war, 
which Is In. reality only a dismay of 
deinoniiic fury. These are .-unung the 
chief ciiuseH of war, concluded Dr. 
Gif ford. v'

'I'll" winner.- iiphi'M the affir- 
mai 1m- .side of the resolution, Tliat Iho 
strike Is being used too freely as a 
method of attack by labor orgtinlza- 
llons. The judges were Nairn an<^ 
CulUton of the Hconomlcs Deiiartineiit. 
When presenting the deci.siun .Mr. Cul- 
Utoii said that the iire.soiitatlon and 
points of the afflrinalive were slightly 
superior lo those of the negative. Both 
Donald and Dobrofsky had erred by 
reading loo much of their speeches, 
lull lleriiiaii of tlic iieu'.itlve, the best 
spe.iker on the floor, had almost car- 
ried the debate for his side, being hin- 
dered by the showing of his partner. 
The Judge pointed out several points 
loft out by the speakers and ended by 
giving them some good advice. 

Dobrofsky, of ilie afflmalive, opened 
the debate, and dealt first with the 
meaning of the subject. The words 
loo freely, he thought, meant a lack 
of discretion evident in strikes and 
also that they wore held loo often. 
The strike, he sliowcd. lias changed 
from a peaceful to a warlike weapon. 
The report of the labor department 
( ontalned the reasons for strikes. .Many 
strikes had been caused by v<ry tri- 
vial reasons affecting liiindreds of l^co- 
jile. Strikes in sympathy were very 
wasteful. .Showing tlic iitlilude of gov- 
ernment towards them, the British 
Government before the huit «irlUe is- 
sued an ultimatum staling that the 
government would attempt 10 break 
the united form of labor. The strikes 
in Britain, too, had proved, for the 
most pari, useless. He then quoted 
statistics showing ' the ircmendous 
miniber of strikes which iiad taken 
place lately in all the countries of the

CLOSE DECISION 



Many Members Express Their 
Opinions on This Vital 
Subject 

That Uie Arts cour-sc affonls a bet- 
ter education Ih.-in the Commerc* 
course, was the decision arrived at 
by the Ci-rolo Fninciils after a spirit- 
ed ill-bate last nlglil. The subji ct rc.id. 
"Itesolved that the Commerce course 
gives a better edticatlon than the Arts 
course". A small majority awarded the 
decision to the negative, which was 
iiliheld by II. Lande and Desbarats. 
The affirma lilve arguments were pre- 
sented by King and Seymour. Only a 
small number of members were vrc- 
seiit a I the debate. 

Kill;; ii;irni-il tile illscii-.-iliiii with a 
(liiotatloii from It.acon, stating tli.it we 
use study to obtain ab'lily to Judge 
and direct commerce. He then enum- 
erated the advantages that Commerce 
has cU en to the world. Wthout the 
study of (Commerce, our Industries 
would all go bankrupt. The study of 
Arts cnllKhtened the world by giving 
it bo<yks, t»nt ■ Commerce made tho 
tiriiitiiig of them iiosslble. What gooil 
would all the ideas an<l writings of 
scholars do, if they did not have Ixink- 
ers and commercial men to finance 
them? The idea of "Art 'for Art's 
Kake" is not practical, -mUI the ."jieak- 
er. Our railway and steamship com- 
panies could not exist without the aid 
of Commerce. 

11. Lande, the fir.st ne^rativc sjieaker, 
insisted that King was not spi-akliig 
to the point In talking of Couinierco 
generally. He pointed oui that there 
was very little choice of subjects in 
the Commerce course, which he dos- 
iiibed as narrow .iiiii sordid. In tlie 
Arts cour.-e, the students were allow- 
ed to follow their Inclinations in choos- 
li.g their course. The Arts course deal- 
ing with the classics, gives oiif a 
broader outlook on life. 

Seymour, the second affirmative 
speaker, said that to study the qnes- 
tlon thoroughly, we should take as 
examples a grwduate of each of the 
courses. He th<»n ourline<l iL'he ad- 
\-a.ntagcs of the Commerce course. It 
1 the H.'ime as Arts in Ihe first year, 
after which It becomes more practical 
and les.e theoretical, although retain- 
ing many .\rts siibje<-ts, Commerce 
gives a ni.m practical ability to com- 
mence .'Illy bninoh of work. The Arts

THE JEWCUSSEO 

Miss Rudy and A. Kirschberg 
Addresses Study Group 



"The .lews are mostly found in the 
banking Industry and the' garment 
trade" declared A. IClrschberp, Arts 
In the course of an address on the 
efi;ectH of Industrialism on the Jew 
which he delivered before the .Macca- 
liaean Stiid.v Orouii 011 Sunday night. 
The second paper of the evening was 
delivered by .Miss Kila lludy of Arts 
'27 and the subject dealt with in the 
second paper was the rise of antl-so- 
mllisni. 'i'he meeting look- place In 
the Tîiu ISpsilon Phi Fralernlly house. 

The first .ipcaUer, Kirschberg, out- 
lined the history of commerce and the 
rise of foreign tnide, connecting the 
IMisillon of tho Jew in this growth. 
He enumerated the Important contri- 
butions the Jews have made to the 
science of finance and banking in all 
the counlrle.'j of ISurupe. "History lias 
shown that economic prosperity fol- 
lows the migrations of the Jews. Wlien 
the Jews were expelled from Bpiiln in 
1-III2 and went to Holland the econo- 
mic siiprciii.icy of Kpniii was trans- 
ferred to llidliind. Tho reasoii for this 
Is Iho fact tli.-it the Jews were the 
loading flnanciern und .bankerH of the 
:lme and they controlled a liirge por- 
tion of Iho caiillal of the world. With- 
out capital there cannot be much 
prosperity." 

The speaker then dwelt on tho prob- 
'cm of the Hpeculator and Jew as a 
'peculator and buyer of future."). This, 
IClrsliborg pointed out, wa.s a uontro- 
verslal quostlon.
